Seed Fair a Success 


Excellent Exhibit of Seeds Raised 
In Alberta With 
Irrigation 


The first annual seed fair of the 
eastern. section of the irrigation block 
was held at Brooks, Alberta, a few 
days ago, and the exhibits shown tes- 
tify to,the possibilities awaiting the 
farmer--who specializes in growing 
grains and field crops for sced or who 
combine this phase of farming with 
his other activities, 

Seed growing in the Brooks dis- 
trict is a comparatively new industry 
as the district has been but very 
sparsely settled up until the past ycar. 
But in spite of the youth of the in- 
dustry and the sparsely settled na- 
ture of the district the great varicty 
and excellent quality of the sceds 
shown there have been a great sur- 
prise to the judges as well as to the 
settlers. themselves. 

The seeds exhibited were all grown 
in the district during the past year 
and consisted of the followtng: ~ 
Grimm, Baltic and common alfalfa; 
white and yellow swect clover; red, 
white and alsike clover; both spring 
and winter vetch; field peas; four 
varicties of garden peas; six of gar- 
den beans; flax; barley; oats; wheat; 
potatoes; northwestern dent and 
white flint corn, 

Lhis is the first time that such a 
large. number of varietics of local- 
grown seeds have cver been brought 
together at one place in the Brooks- 
Bassano district, and many of the 
local growers, after carefully examin- 
ing the quality of the large number 
of varieties shown, declare that the 
future of the seed growing business 
in this district is now assured,

ft ondon—Arthur J. Balfour, lord 


‘president. of the council, in a speech 


‘ta. London on world reconstruction, 


paid: “One of the greatest. of our 
allies feel. that- they cannot go 
through with us to the end in. this

out of place for any foreigner to 
crificize. any foreign power, but it 
would be a very poor compliment to 
my American friends to say we re- 
gard with indifference the fact that 
they have not seen their way clear 
to carry their own co-operation with 
us in this work of international re- 
construction to the end.” 

Mr. Balfour described the part the 
United States played in’. the. war as 
with. no 
thought of. national ambition. 

“We are grateful,” he continued, 


“but I confess I had dreams that a 


work so nobly begun would be ef- 

fectively carried through.” 3 
Mr, Balfour’ expressed the belief 

that the future of the world would 


be assisted incalculably if the great 


English-speaking. nations worked to- 
gether in the cause of ‘liberty and 
peace. “I know well in the cause 
of liberty and peace American co- 
operation will ‘still be forthcoming,” 
he said. “I know they are not go- 
ing to abandon as a nation, and that 
no party in the United States is-go- 
ing to’ abandon these great ideals.” 
The speaker said he was bound to 
admit, however, that it seems more} 
than likely that “we cannot count to 
the full on direct action which would 
make the assistance of the great 
American democracy, of ten-fold val- 
ue, should it ‘be~forthcoming.” “ 
“Therefore,” Mr. Balfour went on,
